Therefore, the British Government has created what is known-as the 
Overseas Settlement Board and placed at its disposal some hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to assist settlement of people from the British Isles in the 
Overseas British Dominions,, Each of the Dominions was invited to develop 
its own plan of immigration and land settlement’ and work in co-operation 
with the Overseas Settlement Board in London, to the end that the maximum 
number of sturdy British settlers may: be settled in he Dominions under con- 
ditions guaranteeing reasonable prospects of making a success in life. 4 

Some time ago Australia announced their-scheme, and for some months 
past the, stream of British emigration has been largely directed to our sister 
Dominion. In the meantime, and for some months past, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has been studying the whole problem of immigration in its ,relation 
to Canada’s needs and its best interests. A special committee of the Federal 
cabinet has been in consultation with the several Provincial Govrnments, rail- 
ways, and companies and individuals vitally interested in, and informed in 
regard to, the subject of immigration and land settlement.

Poland’s Wheat Crop 


Expected to Total Over Forty-Four 
Million Bushels 

Although the Pollsh mark has a 
nomina] value of almost 24. cents, in- 
flated issues of paper curréncy caus- 
ed it to decline until last May its ex- 
change Value was only one-sixth of a 
mill, Further paper issues and gov- 
ernmental uncertainty did not 
matters. However, there is hope in 
the announcement made by the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome, that the Polish wheat crop this 
year will. total 44,300,000 bushels, this 
being an increase of 25. per cent. over 
the 1921 yield. Thus Poland is assur- 
ed of a generous surplus for export, 
and this at a time when the North Af- 
rican crop, upon which France is 
largely dependent, is particularly bad. 

If other Polish crops prove as 
abundant as its wheat, there is rea- 
son to believe that Poland will be 
able to retire much of its. bad paper 
and thereby gain a foothold which 
may serve as the foundation of future 
prosperity. The textile mills and the 
mines are both ‘busy, and Rumania is 
now the heavy buyer of Polish tex- 
tiles, Finland, too, is eager for food- 
stuffs, requiring 50,000 tons of rye and 
25,000 tons of wheat annually.  Fin- 
land’s resources, paper pulp and lum- 
ber, are ample, and through the ex- 
port of these products has sufficient 
funds to supply its own needs.

Production of the Forest Leads With a 
Good Margin: 
Agriculture, with a production of 
$59,742,994, was the second industry 
in British Columbia, in 1921, accord- 
ing to a report issued by Hon. E. Bar- 
row, Minister of Agriculture Pro 
duction shows a shrinkage of 13.39 
per cent, in value from the preceding 
year, Owing to decreased values 
Forest products lead the province, 
a value of $64,970,000, while 
production had a value of 


fruit crop for 1921. was the largest 
on record, its valie to the producers 
being $6,504,850, an increase of 15 
per cent. over the value of the 1920 
crop. In dairy products there was an 
increase of 846,558 pounds of butter, 
while .egg production increased by 
200,677 dozen.

Caesar’s Army Had Speedometers on 
Wheels of Carriages 

The cyclometer which ticks out for 
the cylist a record of the distance he 
has covered, is. simplf an improved 
form of an instrument which was in 
use 2,000 years ago. Vitruvius, an 
engineer in Caesar’s army, gives a de- 
scription of what he terms a “hodo- 
meter,”

Alberta Dairymen 

Favoring the’ establishment, of an 
express rate on threé gallon eans of 
cream that would be lower than the 
rate on five gallon cans, the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada al- 
lowed the representatives of the Al- 
berta Dairymen’s Association and the

2..Summary of Contents. 
good method at aH times. It can be 
adapted to different grades.’ The [ol- 
lowing is a suggested method: 

Lesson I. Before Ezekiel was com- 
missioOned as a prophet he was given 
a vision of the Almighty. After that 
he was given an experimental know- 
ledge of God's work—he ate the book 
—digested and appropriated its con- 
tents. An ‘experimeftal knowledge 
of God's word is essential. 


Lesson IT. Because Daniel besought 
the Lord he was able to make known 
the king’s dream and interpret it. “If 
any man lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God (Jas. 1:5). 

Lesson III,While Belshazzar and his 
lords were engaged in dranken revelry 
a mysterious hand recorded Divine 
judgment. There is a day coming 
when men shall be judged. Happy is 
the man who has fled to Christ, for to 
such there is no judgment (John 
5:24). . 

Lesson IV. Daniel's sterling worth 
brought him to the front—he was ele- 
vated to be prime minister of the Per- 
sian empire.. Moved by jealousy cer- 
tain wicked men plotted his downfall. 
Because of a flawless record in busi- 
ness they trumped up a charge 
against him on'the greund of his for- 
eign religion.. Though the king exe- 
cuted the foolish decree Daniel was 
delivered and his accusers were cast 
into the den of lions and destroyed. 

Lesson “V. Though Isrfel went into 
captivity as a chastisement- of the 
Lord, in due time He recovered them. 
God’s covenant and judgments are 
sure. He can move a heathen king 
to freely fulfill His own good pleasure 
and purpose. 

Lesson VI. In the restoration of the 
people to their own land, the first 
thing necessary was the provision of 
a place, for the worship of God. As 
soon as this work was begun, violent 
opposition was in evidence. That 
which God sets out to do shall be com- 
pleted, though all hell oppose. 

Lesson VH. Haman's wicked plot 
against the Jews was frustrated by 
Esther’s shrewdness and 
Those who plot against and hate God's 
covenant people shall. be brought to 
destruction. 

Lesson VIII. Through Zerubbabel 
the people were brought back and eb- 
tablished in their own land, but they 
had gone far away from God. There 
was now heed of a religious leader. 
Ezra was moved by the Spirit of God 
to jead them back to fellowship.  Be- 
cause Ezra sought the Lord his way 
was prospered. Success ~ always 
comes to those who trust God. 

Lesson IX. When Nehemiah heard 
of the distress of his brethren at Jeru- 
salem, he took the matter to the Lord 
in prayer. Their sorrow and distress 
was his sorrow and distress.

Lesson X. When Nehemiah began 
the rebuilding of the walls of Jeru- 
salem he encountered violent opposi- 
tiontion. from without and from with- 
in.

Junior Red Cross 


Splendid Work ‘dalled on by Junior 
Organization in Saskatchewan 
Oyer 1,000 children in Saskatche- 
wan—1,010 to be exact—-who are crip: 
ple 
quiring the services of a spectalist, 
and whose parents were financially 
unable to ‘make necessary provision 
for their treatment, have been report- 
é€d to the Junior Red Cross, and treat- 
ment provided ‘for the vast majority 
of these cases out of the Junior Red 
Cross Fund for Crippled Children. 


The, tangible evidence of the splen- 
did avork being carried on by the Red 
Cross in ‘Saskatchewan was reported 
to a meeting of the Junior Red Cross 
Committee held at Regina a few days 
ago. 

During the past twelve months 
cases calling, for treatment have been 
reported on an average of more than 
They have been cared for 
at the Sanitarium at Fort Qu’Appelle 
and in hospitals all over the province. 
At one time recently every child but 
one’ ih the children’s ward of a Sas- 
katon hospital was a Junior Red Cross 
patient, and there are always a num- 
ber of such patients there and in the 
Alexandra Club ward of Regina Gen- 
eral. Hospital, and in the 1.0.D.E, Chil- 
‘dren’s Pavilion at the Sanitarium. 

Nor is there included in this num- 
ber, large as it is, the many children 
who have received dental treatment 
in rural schools from the two travel- 
ling Junior Red Cross.dental cars. ‘The 
number of children receiving dental 
treatment up to August 31 last was 
2,590, while the number of fillings, ex- 
tractions, etc., totalled 6,101. Ad- 
dresses in the schools on oral hygiene 
by the dentists numbered 161, at 
which over 5,000 children were pres- 
ent. 


During the twelve months ending 
August 31 the Junior Red Cross Com- 
mittee expended $30,000 in this work. 
Almost $8,000 has been,paid to the 
Saskatchewan Sanitarium alone for 
treatment and maintenance of boy and 
girl patients there whose parents 
could not. afford to have necessary 
care given them in order to check the 
ravages of this dread diséfive. 

An interesting phase of Junior Réd 
Cross work for children has been the 
holding of clinics at isolated points 
where investigations by school nurses 
had disclosed numbers of children re- 
quiring operations for the removal of 
diseased tonsils and adenolds. Five 
such clinics were organized by the 
Junior Red Cross between June 1 and 
August 31, and were held at Torquay, 
Quimper, Gladmar, Green Lawn and 
In all 133 children were 
successfully operated on. So success- 
ful indeed has this new department 
proven to be that similar clinics have 
been organized in school districts and 
by municipal health officers quite 
apart from the Red Cross. 

In order to continue this medical 
and good health work on the large 
scale it has already attained, the need 
of extending the Junior Red Cross or- 
ganization into all the schools was 
clearly indicated, and with the open- 
ing of the fall term renewed efforts 
are being made, and already with 
gratifying results, to organize many 
new branches. This is being done 
with the wholehearted commendation 
and active co-operation of all Depart- 
ment of Education officials from the 
minister down, and including the de- 
puty minister, school inspectors, 
school nurses, teachers and school dis- 
trict officials. 

To further augment the fund for 
this work it was decided to make the 
issue of a Junior Red Cross Christmas 
Stamp an annual event. For the 
1922 stamp, of which half a million 
have been ordered to sell at one cent 
apiece, Miss Keating, art supervisor 
in Regina College, has contributed a 
most attractive design in three colors, 
red, green and black, 

The members of the Junjor,Red 
Cross Committee are unstinted in 
their praise of, and thanks to, the 
doctors of Saskatchewan who have 
most generously given of their time 
and skill in the treatment of these 
many Junior patients without remun- 
eration. Had it not been for this 
splendid public-spirited co-operation 
by the doctors in this humanitarian 
work it would have been quite impos- 
sible to accomplish such a_ vast 
amount of good. Parents and chil- 
dren as well as the Red Cross, are 
deeply grateful and have rgquested 
the good offices of the press in order 
to give public expression to their ap- 
preciation,
